Jamen Dallas,” by his son George Mifilin
Dallas, published by J. B. Lippincott & Co.,
is the record of the honorable career of a
statesman who played & subordinate but not
unimportant pert in the establishment of the
government of the country, and who was the
intimate friend and sssociate of the great men
who made American republicanism what 1t is,
My, Dallas filled many important offices with
oredit to himself, and earned & reputation as
a statesman of which kis descendants have a
right to be proud. He was a striet ocomstruo-
tionist, and a States' rights advocate of the
old school, sod was consequently one of the
fathers of the modern Democratic party. An
ardent partisan, he was connected with all
the political movements of his day; and the
great value of the biography before ns is in
the socurate view it gives of* the condition of
the politics of the firat decade and a half of
the century. The correspondence is particn-
larly valuable, and the letters te and from Mr.
Dalles throw much light npon the events of
the period when they were written. This
voluwe was prepared for the press by the late
Hon. George Mifflin Dallas some time before
his death, and it has now been given to the
public by his daughter.

The Annual Commencement—-Address to
the Graduates by John P, O'Neill, Esq.

At the annual commencement of La Salle
College, held last evening at the Academy of
Musie, John P. O'Neill, Esq., made the fol-
lowing address to the graduates: —

Gontlemen Graduates:—With the degrees
and honors just conferred wmpon you the
scholarship of La Balle ceases. You are as-
sembled to-night, as they were of old in the
temples of Olympia, to receive the laurels of
the victor. High honors, proud distinetions
to be carefully carriod by you throughlife. With
them the rivalvies of the cluss cease, ambi-
tion wears its wreath. The little caves, too,
that now and then bave vexed yon, are lulled
to rest forever. These, as Hoeas said to his
companions, you msy delight hereafter to re-
member: —

“Forsan et hoee ollm meminisse juvabir,”

As children who leave their home to try the
fortunes of the world, you are about to part
yours, this, the school of the mind. Fondly
must you ever cherish the memory of Alina
Mater, the fair nurse of your thoughts, the
guide of your reason. Well, indeed, will it
be if you carry with you the lessona she has
tau ht, and preserve that discipline to which

as trained you. Bafely will they guide
301: through the trials and adventures of lifa,
88 Mentor did of old the youth of Ithaca, Her
eye and her heart will ever follow you. Your
success will be to her the harvest of her own
hope., To each of yon she has given his por-
tion, which, with care, can naever decrease,
through all the treacheries of fortune, Your
own industry ean add to it. She has given
you the Fower of acquiring true wealth, the
wealth of knowledge., What greater treasure
could she bhave given you? Theft cannot
take nor cheat abstract it from you. By it
you will prosper in life, and when you die
the piety of the grave will give yon the
deathless name of which Horace sang.

“Non omnis moriar; multaque pars mel

Vitabit Libitinam."

Her great care has been to fit yon for the
world, that you should eccupy with honor the
places you are to fill, and discharge with
fidelity the duties you are to assnme. Hence
sbe has unbosomed to you the secrets of art,
carefully withdrewn the veil from the very
temple of science, and offered you as votaries
to be blessed by its divinity. How tenderly
has she led you through the old and rich nur-
series of literature, where labor like the
flower, has its blossom, and the sunshine of
genius its frait!

In that spirit of stundy which she has in-
fused, she has given yon the hopes and pro-
mised distinctions of the scholar. Cherish it
forever. Without study you are as the rough
and rugged soil, untouched by culture. By
it alone can the mind, like the quarry by
labor, be enriched. Without it are nnopened
the deep mines of thought, where lis the
treasures of learning.

What is the canvas without its artist, or the
marble without its soulptor? What is there
to care for in the barren and unblasted rock?
Labor slone can give it those features of life
for which it is prized. What the strings of
the Thracian lyre without the touch of
Orpheus? Aristotle tells us that education is
to the mind as the soulptoris to the block of
marble,

Gentlemen Graduates:—If, now that your
collegiate course is ended, you can say that
you have learned how to study, well indeed
have you spent your time, and richly have
you been rewarded. It is them with your-
selves to acquire knowledge. Genius, no
matter how brilliant, effects but little without

reistency of purposs and steadiness of
abor, From the dust of the Isthmean did
the vietor of old pick up the pine leaf, or the
wild olive out with the golden sickls. To ao-
quire learning yon must labor.

“Nll sine magno, vita labore dedit mortalibus,”

Over rough lud rugged ways isit to be
songht. To is there is no royal road, as
Euclid said to his imperial pupil. Let not
aloth deceive or divert you from the puarsuit.
Listen not to ita voice. Like the song of the
girens, its musio is death.

Be chaste, too, in the learning that you ac-
quire, Do not debauch the mind with that
which is now ealled literature. Go back to
the fountain of pure streams. The Nymph
and the Naiad will lead you to the groves and
the springs where thought Is divine and lan-
guage inspired. A purer style cannot be
formed than on the wmodels you have been
studying. They have been preserved for
you throngh all the revolutions of time, acei-
dent, and change. Avoid scribblers; seribbing
is the malady ef our day, and is hard to be
oured. Forget not the satire of Juvenal: —

““T'enet insanablle moltos soribendl cacosthes.”

Prinling is a great art; and as great a bloss-
ing, Never use it to diffuse ignorance or
propagate error.

Gentlemen, with the light of to-morrow
the dreams of the schoolboy will pass away,
and you will lock upon the world whers you
will bave to choose pursuits. Lose not a
moment in seeking that place for which you

are best fitted,

Muke good use of time, as its golden
strenm sweeps by you, for like the torrent it
cannot stop, Thinkof the beantiful words of
Ovid: —

“Neque enlin conslatere !Iumcu.
Mec levis hora protest.”

Leét not ambition beguila you, and, g8 the
clown in Horsce, stand by the river "till ils
watere bave passed, sud die without baving

wealth—a oontented heart. Some of you
will ssek the arts; others wander away into
the regions of selence, Bome will perhaps
combat for fame in professionsl life, Wha'-
ever be your sim, closely adhere to it. The
adviee of Horaos to the post I may in A man-
ner give Lo you!—
“Servetar ad (mam
Qualis ab loceplo progesserit, ot sibl eonstot,”

Cling te you -mrrlfpme a8 Ulysses did to the
mast, and st ¥ pursue your course. Thus
you will sucosed, and do be content with that
snecess to whish you may resch. Remember
all cannot be first. Nature is generous, not
often prodigal. We have bul one Homer,
one Plato, one Demosthanes, one Cicero, the
sacred fire of whose genius the world like a
vestal watches to-day.

Give to all the sttainmonts of the mind
fhat which is their highest omament, virtne.
As light is to the beanties of the landscape, so
ix virtue to the best faculties of the mind
Withount it, they are lost, buried in the mid.
pight of darkness.

Gentlemen, & word more at parting. Yon
are now about to separate, and take, perhaps,
different roads iu life. Forget not the friend.
ship of this night, nor the generous heart of
the eoboolboy.

Should yon in after years mest one of your
companions, careworn and faint, as be jour-
neys on hik way, turn not sside, bul remem.
ber him who shared with you the honors of
Ablma Mater, and belp him on his road. Give
him the warm hand of the true friend, and
the bonest counsel of the true brother. Assist
each other as best yon can through life, and
thus prove that you are the worthy alummni of
La Balle.
